I Bakers* Dsmaada. 

' OncAOO, April 99 — The ezeevtiv* «im- 
■tttae of the International bakers' taiion Vo. 

! 49, of Chicago^ baa prepared a manifesto to 
employers, stating tliat the bakers have re- 
solved that on and after May 1 next, "Ten 
hour^ shall constitute a day^ work, except 
Saturday, when twelve hours s^all constitute 
a day% work; that six days shall constitute.a 
weekVi work, so that in various shu(i8 the 
Sunday work for cake bakers may be done 
away with; tlmt no employer shall boarti his 
employes, nor shall the employe Ilye with 
said employei', but that the employer, shall 
pay hiaamployaf $4 per week for board; that 
no baker shall help to unload flour; tb.it tbe 
employers .shall be dnty bound to rutjaeat 
their employes to join the baker's union. 

It is stated that a copy of this manifesto 
will be sent to every employer and employe 
in tbe city, and that any boas who refused to 
sign it would be immediately boycotted and . 
his men called out. It is stated also that no 
attempt will be made at this time for a 
higher scale of wages ; that no general strike 
among the bakers is im:niaent, though oon- 
sideralile disturbance is exiiected ia ahopi 
wttere the bons will refuse to sign.

The new 
reveone bill will add about fifty cents to 
the pMaent per capita, and this will in- 
cmsiai your pay. Four years ago the 
average salary of the teachers of this 
connty — Fleming — was about twenty-one 
dollars per month; now it is about thirty 
dollars per month. This has been 
brought about mainly by rigid exami- 
nations, thus driving from the profession 
incompateot teachera, who could afford 
to Sren for trifling pay, but who were 
dear at any price. The friends of edu- 
cation are everywhere moviqt—fra work- 
ing earnestly, sealonsly In the canse — 
and a grand bom ia in the near future.
